3. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A-The device according to claim 2, wherein said 
controller specifies the mail corresponding to the request by use of said list, and displays a body 
of the specified electronic mail on said display.

8. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A storage medium readable by a computer, tangibly 
embodying a program executable by the computer to perform a method for causing the 
computer to function as a device for reading electronic mails, the method comprising:

received electronic mails; 

managing holding a state of "unread." which is d etermined on the basis of the 
unread/alreadv-read information, of a n electronic mail setting tho ctato o £ - unread" at a 
predetermined timing; and 

controlling a management of reading of the electronic mail se&ng -with t he he|d_ state of 
"unread" managed by - so i d second s t e p .

said controlling step executes a process for displaying a registered electronic mail in said 
list on a display according to a request fer reading the registered electronic mail.
